A severe thunderstorm was experienced on Friday night, the 12th inst., in Luton and 
district, acoompanied by a heavy rainfall Many houses in the lower parts of the town 
were flooded. During the storm a farm building at Eaton Bray took fire, it is supposed 
through being struck by lightning, and the flames extended to the farmhouse, causing 
considerable damage. 

There was a tremendous fall of rain early on Saturday morning, the 13th inst., at 
Warrington. The low-lying portions of the town were, as is usual in case of heavy rains, 
flooded. The houses in Dutton-street were invaded, and the water in Irlam-street and 
Mersey-street, to the corner of Napier-street, was twelve inches deep, the sewers being 
unable to cope with the pressure. The inhabitants, where ineonvenience or danger was 
threatened, were roused up by the police. 

Johnstown, June 24.—The fire in the First Ward consumed all but three of the build- 
ings in the district bounded by Market and Walnut Streets and by Main Street and the 
river, and twenty-five houses were totally déstroyed. Many of the buildings destroyed 
had been washed away from their foundations, though many of them contained household 
goods which had been saved from the flood. But few of these goods were saved. The 
fire is supposed to have been caused by sparks flying from the debris burning near by. 

Rushford, Minn., June 28.—A combined eyclone, waterspout, and hailstorm passed 
east of this place last night, destroying everything in its path. A belt from two miles 
leaves as in winter. The loss is abou — pom Immense trees, two feet or more in 
diameter, were torn up and twisted off for two miles in width. The merciless hail 


New York, July 15.—Cyclones, floods, and earthquakes again constitute the order of 
the day, The blowing away of thirty houses at Princeton, Ohio, is only one item in a 
long list of casualties. The rains in Iowa, Indiana, Texas, and Illinois have been and 
still are terrific. Junction City, in Texas, is submerged; eleven houses have there been 
swept away, and the electric light wires prostrated. The eastern portion of New York 
State was visited a short time ago by most terrific rainstorms, causing much alarm and 
great damage to property. Railroad traffic was much impeded, and floods occurred in 
various localities. Singularly enough, the worst effect of the storm was felt at a place 
called Johnstown —a name of evil omen since the terrible disaster in Conemaugh Valley 
last month. At Johnstown, which is in Fulton County, the river was swollen by the 
torrential downpour, and swept away nine bridges and three skin mills. To add to the 
alarm of the inhabitants, moreover, the electric light plant was swept away by the water, 
and the town was left in total darkness. The cloud-burst was the result of a tornado 
sterm passing through an atmosphere of great absolute humidity. The fall of water 
from the cloud was not like rain, however torrential, but persons who watched the phe- 
nomenon say it was what would occur if a dam burst in the sky or the bottom fell out of 
an aerial reservoir. The water fell en masse like a solid body, and drove the trees into 
the earth From Gloversville some loss of life is reported; while at Fonda the water was 
three feet deep in the streets. Intensely humid and exceptionally hot weather has pre- 
vailed in the country east of the Mississippi. Charlestown, South Carolina, was sub- 
jected to an earthquake shock on the llth inst. The duration was ten seconds, and the 
vibrations were from north to south. Buildings were shaken, and the populace took to 
greatly excited.
